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Maintenance may solve County jail's roof problem 


Many leakage problems with the 
roof of the Madison ounty jail can 
be solved with propéf mainténance, 
the Buildings Coffmittee of the 
County Board was told last week. 

Herbert ‘‘Junior’? Milton, D- 
Granite City, said Feb: 10 he and the 
jail’s architect inspected the roof 
Feb. 3. The roof has deteriorated 
because drains are clogged and 
water is allowed to collect, Milton 
said. 

“WE FOUND everything from 
baseballs to peanuts up there,” said 
Milton, chairman of the committee. 

‘There must be two pickup loads of 
debris.”’ 

Sheriff Emil Toffant’ said he does 
not agree with)the' assessment and 
remains concerned 

“Regardless of drainage, that roof 


is still supposed to be waterproof,” 
he said in an interview. ‘I just don’t 
want to see something like this 
deteriorate.” 

Toffant last month told the 
Buildings Committee he fears struc- 
tural, problems and asked that an 
engineer evaluate the building. 

THE ROOF LEAKS when it rains, 
and the jail walls and floors are 
developing cracks, Toffant said. 
Heating, cooling and ventilation 
systems also have problems, he 
said. 

The reinforced-concrete building 
in Edwardsville was completed in 
180 at-a cost of almost $5 million. 

Following are some recommenda- 
tions listed by Milton:

In 
the past seven-years, cocaine usage 
has grown dramatically and in 1984 
cocaine-related deaths increased by 
60\percent nationwide."

The problem, directly or indirect- 
ly, affects everyone. The families ol 
substance abusers and all of society

ing) injury and death; and violence 
and crimes to support drug habits. 

By the time these consequences 
surfacé, a substance abuser has like 
ly developed a strong, ingrained 
habit, Unfortunately, a major 
obstacle in early treatment of 
abusers is that syraptoms and signs 
of abuse are often covered up or 
unrecognized by families, friends 


s say health care con 
sumers -and doctors need to join 
forces in working to combat growing 
substance ‘abuse and dependency 
All are urged to become familiar 
with specific drug types and how 
they alter the physical and 
psychological behavior of substance 
abusers. Heightened awareness is 
seen as allowing concerned relatives 
and friends to seek a physician’s 
help before more serious problems 
develop. 

Jllinois physicians have recently 
undertaken a new training program 
to.recognize the hidden signs of drug 
abusé ‘while treating patients. In 
June 1984, the Illinois State Medical 
Society (ISMS) and Illinois Depart- 
ment of Alcoholism and Substance 
Abuse (DASA) began. working 
together to implement .an educa- 
tional program for, physicians who 
encounter patient substance 
abusers. 


What should We look for when try- 
ing to determine if a spouse, family 
member, friend, co-worker or oth 
associate is a substance abuser? 
Recognizing substance abuse is dif- 
ficult’. because intoxication and 
withdrawal symptoms vary with the 
(specific: drug abused. Yet, anyone 
‘concerned .about a suspected drug ' 
abuser should look for ‘specific 
physical changes which usually sug 
gest the misuse of chemical 
substances. 


Sudden changes in pupil size and 
body temperature, slurred speech 
r coordination, sweating, persis 
tent tiredness or insomnia, changes 
in heart or blood pressure or, ex 
treme weight loss may be indica 
tions of drug dependency 

Needle marks on the arm, in the 
ankle-or behind the knee may also be 
indications. Since many addicts in 
ject each other, track marks may 
digo be found in unlikety spots such 
as the neck or the feet. 

Often, people are unaware of the 
psychological effects connected with 
Pibstance abuse. Again, these vary 
according to the drug abused 

Prolonged drug usage can cause 
anxiety reactions, . paranoia, delu- / 
sions, hallucinati and loss. of 
memory. Those concerned that. s 
meone they know may be 
substance abuser should note that ” 
the health risk is higher for abusers 
suffering -hypertension, seizure 
disorders, pregnancy, diabetes and 
cardiac problems a

it apparent this is not so and that, in 
fact, a substantial number of 
psychiatric disorders have physical 
causes, often related to allergies. 
“Studies done. with’ hyperactive 
children involving diet and sen- 
sitivities ‘to food additives have 
clearly demonstrated the relation- 
ship between psychological _pro- 
blems and allergy,” Dr. Sultan said. 
“Spectacular results have been 
reported from Russia, where, in a 


test which obviously could not be 
duplicated in this. country, 10,000 
mental patients were put on a fast 
for a substantial period of time. 
During the fast, 50 percent of the 
schizophrenics lost their symptoms, 
again pointing up the relationship 
between food allergy and mental il-
